The ship London Packet, Capt. Tracy, arrived 
at Boston on Saturday morning, in 40 days from 
London, brought papers of that place to the 15th of 
August, one day later than were received by the 
Amity. 

There was an unfounded report circulated in 
London, on the 14th August, that Field Marshal 
the Duke of Wellington, who had gone to the con- 
tinent, had fallen in a duel with the son of Marshal 
Ney. 

The Marquis Wellesley, Lord Grenville, Mr. 
Canning and Sir C. Stewart, are the persons who 
engrossed public attention, as those from whom 
would be selected a successor of Lord Londonder- 
ry. Mr. Canning it was reported, would decline 
the office if proffered, and the appointment of Lord 
Grenville would be a restoration to power of the 
Grenville party, which it was thought would not yet 
take place. 

The Marquis of Londonderry was at the time of 
his death, in the 53rd year of his age. 

The following is a copy of the verdict of the Jury 
of Inquest on the late Marquis : 

“ That on Monday, August 12, and for some time 
previously, the Most Noble Robert, Marquis of 
Londonderry, under a grievous disorder did labour 
and languish, and became, in consequence deliri- 
ous and of insane mind; and that whilst in that state, 
with a knife of iron and steel, he did inflict on him- 
self, on the left side of his neck, and of the carotid 
artery, a wound of one inch in length, and half an 
inch in depth, of which he instantly died; and that 
no other person except himself was the cause of his 
death.” 

The Glasgow frigate was about to leave Calcutta 
for England with the Marquis of Hastings and 
suite. It was to bring 55 lacs of rupees in silver, 
(2,750,000/. sterling) and the Ganges from Bom- 
bay was also expected with 45 lacs of rupees, 
(2,250,000/. sterling) on account of the East India 
Company, and sundry British merchants. —( Up- 
wards of twenty millions of dollars !)
